Vote Almost Thousand Short of 1908 


Shows Gains for Wets in Almost 
Every "Precinct-No Disorder Follows 
Announcement of Result-Citizens 
League Meets Today 


Coshocton county voted to return the legalized saloon in the 


second election held xtnder the provisions of the Eose county local 
option law Thursday by an unofficial majority of 798 in a total of 
6868. Three years ago, the dry majority was 584 in a total vote of 
7774. .The figures show a falling off in Thursday's vote of 906, as 
compared with the first election under the Rose law. 
The light 


vote was probably partly due to the 
very 
inclement 
weather, 


which kept many rural voters from going to the polls. Then again 
there is said to have been a tendency on the part of quite a num- 
ber of rural voters to be dissatisfied with conditions that obtained 
under the regime of the Rose law and not wishing to vote "wet," 
did not vote at all. At least the resiilt shows that the drys suf- 
fered the more from the neglect of the "stay-at-homes." The fall 
ing off of the vote was wholly in the rural precincts, the vote in 
the city showing a gain of just 3. 


DRY LOSSES MORE NOTICEABLE 


While the wets gained in most of the rural precincts, the loss- 


es of the drys were more noticeable. Three years ago the drys 
came to the city with the handsome majority of 1,441 with which 
to overcome a wet majority here of 857. Thursday, the drys had 
a meager majority of 328 in the country precincts with which to 
combat the enormous wet majority of 1,126 in ihe city. 
Three 


years ago, the wets carried only two townships—Tuscarawas and 
Crawford. This year, they had a total of seven wet 
townships, 


adding Franklin, Monroe, Nsw Castle, Oxford and White Eyes to 
their list.

laundress for n*w Ironln* cloth* 


will welcome a new arrangement for 
putting- on the cover. 


Sets of hooks are sold that c»n be 


pinned on to the under edge of th« 
cover and the muslin laced into plac* 
in a few minutes. Not only 1* this 
method convenient, but there is no ex- 
cuse for not havlnr frequent fresh 
cloths. 


Another annoyance in the kitchen 


laundry is the Iron holder. Why not 
Oo without it entirely? This 1« man- 
aged by using: asbestos lined hoods 
with wooden handles. When clapped 
on the Irbn the heat Is kept in it and 
away from the hand, and It is possible 
to Iron longer with a single heating 
while your fingers are not blistered. 


Every laundry should be equipped 


with flounce Irons. These have an ex- 
tended point that runs Into tucks and 
plaits and flounces and prevents the 
folds from being creased and flattened. 


Much sorting- and mating of stock- 


Ings will be saved if small buttons are 
put at the top of each pair and the 
two stockings held together with a 
tape durlnp the process of washing and 
Ironing. This Is an easier method than 
putting marks on every pair of stock- 
Ings, for the darner often forgets whit 
the marks mean.
